Their Troops that were employ’d in 
the County of Nice, are march’d out 
of it, fome Battallions excepted, to 
advance this Way through Dauphine and Sa- 
voy: The Duke de la Feuillade is expected at 
Pignerol, in order to take upon him the Command 
them. The Troops that are at prefent in Pigne- 
ral under Monfizur de Gevaudan, threaten to attack 
the Vaudoi: ; but the latter are upon their Guard, 
and have taken all potlible Precautin to prevent 
any Surprize. 
Fiom the Leiden Gazette, dated May 14. 
Vienna, May 2. The Malecontents have not yet 
made any agea, againft Buda and Peft. But they 
are diligently at Work to perfect their new Fort near 
Pax, as well as the new Fortificatfons they are 
tmaking at Newheufel. The principal Leaders of 
them have taken a Review of their Forces ; after 
which they difmifsd the Nobility and Peafants 
whom the) ferc’d to take Arms with them; and 
have retain’d only the regular Troops that ferve 
om for Pay. Tis reported fume of the chief Leadcrs 
of the Malecontents, and generally all: Nobility 
of Hungary are extremely irritated againft Prince 
Ragotski, for keeping many French Officers about 
him, and holding frequent Councils with them fom 
which all Hunga:ians are excluded ; But of this 
there is no Certainty. | 
From the Leider Gazette, dared May 19. 
Vienna, May 6. We have no Profpect yet of an 
Accommodation with the Maleconten:s of Hungary. 
Advice is come, Tha: Lieutenant Colonel Globner 
is got into the Fort of Fuluwahr with fome Rein- 
forcements for the Garrifon that was before in it, 
after having skirmith’d about 3 Hours, and repuls’d 
with great Lofs, »2 Companies of the Malecontents 
that atrach"i him. We have Intelligence likewife 
from Arath, That a Detachment of that Garrifon 
commanded by en eminent Officer nam’d Teckeli, 
lately furpriz’d the Fort of Piflepek- put about 200 
of the Malecontents they found in it to the Sword, 
and took 30 others Prifoners, wih 3 Pieces of Can- 
non and 4 Standards, aud demolifh’d the faid Fort. 
Ratisbon, May 11. The 7th Inftant arriv’d here 
from Deckendorf 4 Veffels laden with Artillery 50 be 
reftor’d to the City of Ausburg ; the Number of 
Picees of Cannon in thefe Veffels is 76, great and 
f{mall. The Count of Leuwenftein Wrefheim, Go- 
_vernour of Bavaria, who is at Landthur, has ferrled 
a Poft ro go and come between this Town and that 
twice a Week. ’Tis talk’d fome Troops will be po- 
fted between Landfhut and Freifingen, the better to 
keep in Awe the Inhabitants of Bavaria ; and that a 
particular Magazine of Arms belonging peculiarly 
to the Town of Munich, will be emptied (as the 
EleGor’s great Arfenal there has been already) not- 
withftanding the Magiftrates and Burghers of that 


Town oppofe it ftrenuoufly, alledging no Mention 
was made of it in the Treaty of Accommodation 
concluded with the Electrefs by the King of the 
Romans. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 15. 

Hamburg, May 8. Lhe Affairs of Poland continue 
in the fame Condition. The King of Sweden per- 
fifts in his Refolution tofee King Staniflaus crown’d. 
The Troops of the Party that call themfelves Indif- 
ferents, have, ‘tis now faid for certain, actually 
joyn’d the Swedes: Mean time the Mutcovites in 
Lithuania receive Reinforcements daily. The Czar 
of Muflcovy was expected to arrive at Wilna the 
23d of laft Month, with defign to draw together a 
ftrong Army to drive the Swedes our of the Pro- 
vince of Courland. “he Number of Swedes in 
great Poland is but 12000; burt they are all chofen 
Men. The King of Sweden expe&s Li. 1. force- 
ments from Schonen and Pomerania, by the End of 
this Month. 

From the Paris Letters. 

Paris, May 11 and 15. The Count de Touloufe, 
great Admiral of France, will ina few Days fer out 
for Toulon, to take upon him the Command of his 
Majefty’s Fleet. They write from Metz, that the 
Marfhal de Villars is about to march the Army into 
the Field ; that one Part of the Troops that com- 
pofe ir, are pofted at Thionville, and the ciher at 
Saar-Louis, fo that they can foon draw together at 
Sirk if need be, That upon Advice the Enemy are 
in Motion to draw together, and that they threaten 
to lay Siege to fome Place, he has taken Meafures 
to oppofe them: But that "tis very likely they will 
not put this Defign in Execution, becaufe their 
Armies will not find Subfiftance in the Neighbour- 
hood of any Place on that Frontier, our Troops ha- 
ving ravag'd all the open Country about them. The 
Dauphin had feveral Fits of a Fever laft Week at 
Meudon, but having been blooded and purg’d is well 
recover'd ; tho’ he will continue to take Jefuite’s 
Powder for fome Days, to prevent any Return. The 
King walks very ftrongly at Prefent, and without 
Pain, the Gout having left him. The Count de Ma- 
rignon commands the Militia Troors of the lower 
Normandy, and Monfieur de Bezons th fe of the 
upper Normandy. The toth Inftant rhe Duke de 
Charoft, the Duke de Villeroy, the Count de la 
Motte, and Meffieurs d’ Alegre and Maupertuis, 
Lieutenant General, went to Verfailles to take their 
Leaves of the King, being upon rheir Deparrue to 
their refpective Pofts in the Armies. The i. ,ata- 
tions for the Siege of Turin are cortinned, 100 
Pieces of Artillery, 40000 Bombsand 1000co Bul- 
lets are got ready. 

From the Bruffeis Gazette, dated May 12. 

Bruffels, May 12. The roth his Electoral High- 
nefs of Bavaria, accompanied by his Life-Guards, 
with fome general Officers of the Troops of the 2 
Crowns and feveral Lords of the Court, went a lit- 
tle Way out of the Gate of Hall, and rook a Review 
of the Regiment of Cuiraffiers of the Count of Arco 
Velt-Marfhal of his Troops, compos’d of 5 Squa- 
drons, all promifing Men and well mounted.

The 11th the Elector of Pava- 
ria cook a Review, in the Park, of the Battallion, of 
Grenadiers of his Guards. The 12th he review'd, 
without the Gate of Hall, the Kegimenr of Cuurat- 
fiers of the Count of Cofta, making 5 Squadrons ; 
and the Regiment of Carabiaeers of the moit ierene 
Duke of Bavaria his Son, contifting of 3 Squadrons. 
The 13th bis Electoral Highnels took a Review, in 
che Park, of aSquadron ct tis Grenadiers on Horfe- 
back, of the Regtnent of Foot Guards, and of that 
of the Eleétoral Priace. Ali thefe Troops, aud thole 
ot the 2 Crowns, which are on the March by feveral 
Routes, are provide! with Tents, &c. for eacamp- 
ing.
